Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1HAYE  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  during  the  year  1949.  Last  year’s  Report  was  a  “  Survey 
Report.”  It  was  a  review  of  the  past  and  dealt  with  the  transitional 
period  consequent  upon  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  on  the  5th  July,  1948. 

The  form  of  this  year’s  Report  is  based  on  the  functions  and  duties  now 
placed  upon  the  Council  as  a  Local  Health  Authority. 

It  is  natural  that  the  new  Act,  like  all  pieces  of  new  social  legislation, 
should  have  been  the  subject  of  a  good  deal  of  comment.  The  basic  and 
justifiable  criticism  throughout  has  been  that  too  much  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  hospital  care  and  the  cure  of  disease  rather  than  on  its  prevention. 
Most  competent  observers  are  concerned  at  the  gaps  which  still  have  to  be 
bridged  if  this  somewhat  cumbersome  tripartite  administrative  machine  is 
to  work  efficiently.  Examples  of  the  duplication  of  functions  are  the 
treatment  and  prevention  of  infectious  diseases,  including  tuberculosis, 
where  the  responsibility  for  prevention  remains  with  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  but  for  treatment  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Midwifery 
is  an  example  of  a  service  for  which  the  Management  Committee,  the 
Executive  Council  and  the  Health  Authority  are  each  responsible  for  a  part. 
The  emergence  and  development  of  the  administrative  pattern  indicates 
that  what  was  thought  to  be  purely  theoretical  and  probably  unjustifiable 
criticism  has  been  fully  substantiated  by  the  trend  of  events.  Our  infectious 
diseases  service,  including  tuberculosis  and  maternity  and  child  welfare 
services,  which  were  completely  integrated,  have  been  replaced  by  a  service 
administered  almost  independently  by  three  separate  authorities. 

Although  the  low  records  of  the  various  vital  statistics  of  the  previous 
year  have  not  all  been  maintained,  the  figures  are  still  extremely  satisfactory. 

The  birth  rate  was  16.11  compared  with  17.49  for  the  previous  year. 
The  death  rate,  13.18  compared  with  11.86  for  the  previous  year.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  40.81  compared  with  36.93,  and  the  still-birth  rate 
0.45  compared  with  0.48.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  was  0.43,  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  and  compares  with  0.79  in  the  previous  year.  The 
death  rate  from  zymotic  diseases  was  0.16  compared  with  0.12  a  year  ago. 
The  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0.45  compared  with  0.38 
and  from  other  tuberculous  disease  0.05 — the  same  figure  as  a  year  ago. 
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These  are  but  indices  of  the  marked  progress  that  continues  to  be  made 
in  the  public  health  of  this  country. 

In  last  year’s  Report  the  new  duties  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Council 
were  indicated.  Amongst  these  were  the  Home  Nursing  and  Domestic 
Help  Services.  During  the  year  the  Nurses’  Home,  in  Greek  Street,  has  been 
largely  renovated,  re-equipped  and  painted  throughout. 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  been  improved  by  the  provision  of  two  new 
ambulances,  and  much  work  has  been  undertaken  in  the  reconstruction, 
remodelling  and  re-equipment  of  the  Depot  at  Hempshaw  Lane. 

In  the  field  of  Mental  Health,  a  vast  volume  of  work  in  care  and  after-care 
has  been  undertaken.  Great  endeavours  have  been  made,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  Autumn  of  this  year  the  Occupation  Centre — Prospect  House, 
70,  Derby  Road — will  be  opened.  In  these  new  fields  much  has  been  done, 
but  much  still  remains  to  be  done. 

At  the  end  of  the  half-century  it  was  thought  desirable  to  pass  under 
review  the  trend  of  events  in  the  field  of  infectious  disease.  This  has  been 
undertaken  by  Dr.  A.  R.  M.  Moir,  and  I  am  sure  will  prove  of  great  interest 
and  indicate  the  marked  progress  which  has  taken  place  in  the  health  of  the 
Town  during  the  last  50  years. 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  Members  of  the  Staff  for  their 
loyal  service  and  response  to  all  demands  which  have  been  made  upon  them. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  various  Committees  for  their  consideration  and 
encouragement  at  all  times.

Population. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  for  the 
Borough  at  mid-year,  1949,  is  141,460,  an  increase  of  560  on  the  previous 
year.  This  figure  is  based  primarily  on  the  National  Register  enumera¬ 
tion  taken  at  the  end  of  September,  1939,  adjusted  for  the  subsequent 
movement  of  population  derived  from  that  Register.  Non-Civilians  (i.e., 
Stockport  inhabitants  serving  with  His  Majesty’s  Forces)  are  excluded 
from  this  estimate. 

Births. 

The  corrected  number  of  births  registered  for  the  Borough  during  1949, 
was  2,279,  of  which  1,148  were  males  and  1,131  females.  The  birth-rate 
per  thousand  of  the  population  was  equal  to  16.11,  the  figure  for  1948 
being  17.49.  In  1948  there  were  2,464  births — 1,261  males,  1,203  females. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  16.7. 

Deaths. 

The  corrected  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  1949,  was  1,865,  namely, 
909  males  and  956  females.  The  death-rate  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  was  13.18,  as  compared  with  11.86  in  1948. 

The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7.

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  for  the  whole  Borough  was  0.15. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  or  consumption  of  the 
lungs,  for  the  whole  of  the  Borough  was  0.45  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  0.38  for  1948,  and  the  total  number  of  deaths  recorded 
was  64,  as  compared  with  54  for  1948. 
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The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  was  93,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1949  of  40.81.  The  Rate  for  1949,  for 
England  and  Wales  was  32,  and  for  the  County  Boroughs  and  Great 
Towns  37. 


Illegitimacy. 

During  the  year  there  were  116  illegitimate  births  recorded  by  the 
Registrar- General  as  belonging  to  the  Borough,  as  compared  with  141  in 
1948.  This  gives  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  50.90  per  thousand  total 
live  births,  as  compared  with  57.22  in  1948. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  amongst  illegitimate  children  was  51.72  per 
thousand  illegitimate  births.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(a)  (i)  W*iter. 

The  water  supply  of  Stockport  is  provided  by  the  Stockport  Corporation 
Water  Undertaking,  which  has  a  statutory  area  of  supply  of  77  square 
miles  and  also  provides  supplies  in  bulk  to  other  districts. 

The  total  area  supplied  with  water  is  126  square  miles,  with  an  estimated 
population  in  1949  of  254,580,  the  average  daily  consumption  being 
9,682,000  gallons. 

The  estimated  population  supplied  in  bulk  is  28,500,  with  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  1,111,000  gallons  and  the  estimated  population 
supplied  in  detail  is  226.080,  with  an  average  daily  consumption  of  8,57UOOO 
gallons,  equal  to  37.91  gallons  per  head  per  day,  27.34  gallons  being  un¬ 
metered  (i.e.,  Domestic)  and  10.57  gallons  metered  (i.e.,  Trade). 

(i)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satisfac¬ 
tory  (a)  in  quality  and  (6)  in  quantity. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water 
and  weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being 
satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  and 
treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

(hi)  The  water  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo- solvent  action, 
with  satisfactory  results.  The  chemical  analyses  are  dealt  with  in 
(ii)  above. 

(iv)  The  water  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical 
filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated. 

(v)  43,1  i  6  dwelling  houses  with  a  population  of  140,900  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses.  No  domestic  supplies 
are  given  by  standpipe.

Measles  and  Whooping  Gough. 

987  cases  of  Measles  and  367  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  909  and  355  respectively  for  1948.  Four  deaths 
(one  male,  three  females)  from  Whooping  Cough  and  one  death  (one  male) 
from  Measles  occurred  during  1949. 
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Poliomyelitis. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  1949  and,  of  these,  five  were  treated  at 
Cherry  Tree  Hospital,  Stockport,  and  one  at  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 
Three  cases  were  discharged,  two  transferred  to  the  Marple  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  and  one  (male — aged  nine  months)  died. 

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers. 

Three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  one  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  were 
notified  during  1949.  There  were  no  deaths.  Of  the  four  cases,  two  were 
treated  at  Cherry  Tree  Hospital,  Stockport,  and  two  at  Monsall  Hospital, 
Manchester. 

Food  Poisoning. 

The  Registrar  General  requested  Medical  Officers  of  Health  from  the 
beginning  of  1949  to  include  the  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  their 
weekly  returns  and  also  to  make  a  quarterly  return  of  the  total  of  such  cases 
amended  by  reason  of  corrected  diagnoses.  During  1949,  notifications  in 
respect  of  45  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  received  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Cancer. 

During  the  year  293  deaths  from  Cancer  were  recorded — 146  males  and 
147  females. 

Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

The  arrangements  are  similar  to  previous  years  ;  there  were  253  registered 
blind  persons  in  the  Borough  at  the  31st  March,  1950 — 120  males  and  133 
females.

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(c)  VACCINATION. 

Since  the  introduction  of  voluntary  vaccination  there  has  been  a  marked 
decline  in  the  number  of  primary  vaccinations  performed  in  the  Borough, 
and  it  would  appear  that  infant  vaccination  is  not  regarded  with  any 
enthusiasm  by  the  general  public.  Vaccination  propaganda,  in  the  form  of 
posters  and  leaflets,  has  had  little  effect  on  the  apathy  of  the  public  to  this 
service  and  if  this  state  continues  a  most  serious  state  of  affairs  will  arise 
should  a  smallpox  epidemic  break  out,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  child 
population  of  the  Borough.  Most  of  the  population  over  20  years  of  age 
have  been  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  due  to  their  service  with  His 
Majesty’s  Forces.

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(e)  BURIAL  OF  UNCLAIMED  BODIES. 

As  stated  in  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  responsibility  for  the 
administration  of  this  service  now  rests  with  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
but  the  Minister  of  Health  has  advised  that  Hospital  Management 
Committees  and  Boards  of  Governors  of  Teaching  Hospitals  have  power  to 
arrange  and  pay  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  patients  who  die  in  hospital. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  requested  Hospital  Committees  and  Boards 
to  exercise  this  power  in  the  case  of  : — 

(a)  deceased  patients  whose  relatives  cannot  be  traced  ; 

( b )  those  whose  relatives  are  traceable  but  were  not,  immediately  before 
the  patient’s  death,  liable  for  his  maintenance  under  Section  42  (1) 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act  and  are  not  willing  to  arrange  for  the 
burial ;  and 

(c)  those  whose  relatives  are  unable  to  obtain  a  death  grant  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act,  1946,  and  cannot  otherwise  afford  to  arrange 
for  burial.

(c)  Maternal  Deaths. 

The  number  of  women  who  died  in,  or  in  consequence  of  child-birth  was 
1,  which  gives  a  Maternal  mortality  rate  of  0.43  per  1,000  total  births. 

This  Maternal  mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough, 
and  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rate  of  0  .79  (2  deaths)  for  last  year, 
which  was  the  previous  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough.

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(f)  Child  Life  Protection  (Sections  20S  to  220  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936). 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Children’s  Officer  took  over,  all  records 
relating  to  Child  Life  Protection  and  is  now  the  responsible  Officer  for 
carrying  out  these  duties  under  the  Children’s  Committee. 


The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  Medical  Officer  for  the  Children’s 
Homes  in  the  Borough  and  visits  are  made  at  periodic  intervals  and  also 
special  visits  where  necessary. 


(g)  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

18  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  10  Centres.  The  number  of  new  cases 
entered  in  the  registers  was  2,073,  the  total  weighings  44,927. 

The  number  of  children  from  one  to  five  years  on  the  register  is  2,914. 

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  each  toddler  can  receive  a  thorough 
overhaul  each  year,  on  the  lines  of  the  routine  School  Medical  Inspection. 
In  1949,  2,160  toddlers  received  such  an  examination,  compared  with  2,426 
in  1948.  There  is  still  room  for  expansion  in  this  work,  and  parents  do  not 
yet  fully  appreciate  the  value  of  this  routine  medical  inspection.

On  the  31st  August,  1949  the  Wycliffe  Welfare  Centre  (Congregational 
Schools,  Wellington  Road  North)  was  discontinued  and  the  Heaton  Norris 
Welfare  Centre  (136,  Wellington  Road  North)  was  opened  on  the  1st  Septem¬ 
ber,  1949. 
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(h)  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Facilities  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  now  provided  at  all  Infant 
Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  1949,  1,634  children  under  five  years  received  Primary 
Diphtheria  Immunisation,  and  240  a  reinforcing  dose  (these  children  have 
been  previously  immunised). 

None  of  these  children  were  schick  tested. 

Table  on  page  50  gives  comprehensive  figures  of  children  immunised 
for  1933-1949  by  age  groups. 


(i)  Treatment  of  ths  Pre-School  Child. 

The  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  the  Pre-School  Child  set  out  in  detail 
in  the  1938  Report  has  been  continued  during  1949  with  very  satisfactory 

results. 

Provision  for  the  Treatment  of  Verminous  Heads  in  the  Pre-School  Child. 

The  number  of  infected  heads  discovered  during  the  year  was  10,  all  in 
the  course  of  home  visitation  by  Health  Visitors.  In  all  cases  facilities 
for  treatment  were  provided  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department 
by  the  supply  of  hair  shampoo  and  the  loan  of  sacker  combs.  In  every 
instance  remedy  was  speedily  effected. 


(j)  The  Stockport  Voluntary  Committee  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

During  the  year  the  splendid  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mothers  and 
Children  of  Stockport  has  again  been  an  outstanding  feature  of  this  branch 
of  social  service,  and  our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  V  oluntary  Committee 
for  their  great  help. 

(k)  Provision  of  Milk  for  Necessitous  Mothers  and  Children. 

During  1940  this  particular  service  was  placed  on  a  National  basis,  and  is 
now  performed  by  the  Local  Milk  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  with  the 
co-operation  of  this  Department. 


(I)  Supply  of  Dried  Milk. 

Various  brands  of  dried  milk  are  sold  at  the  Clinics  at  cost  price  plus  ten 
per  cent,  for  handling  charges.  The  amount  supplied  is  restricted  to  the 
quantity  required  by  the  individual  child.

The  sale  of  National  Dried  Milk  at  cheap  rates  through  the  Food  Office 
has  reduced  the  distribution  of  proprietary  brands  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  to  55  per  cent,  of  the  amount  handled  two  years  ago.

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(B)  MIDWIFERY 

a)  Municipal  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service. 

The  arrangements  for  this  Service  were  similar  to  previous  years. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  Municipal  Mid  wives 


during  1949  : —

(b)  Supervision  of  Midwives. 

During  the  year  50  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise 
in  the  Borough.  These  include  23  at  the  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  and  5  at 
Nursing  Homes.  No  midwives  who  reside  outside  the  Borough  gave 
notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  within  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  applications  by  Midwives  for  Medical 
assistance  was  124,  compared  with  342  in  1948. 

(c)  Supervision  of  Nursing  Homes. 

Ten  Nursing  Homes  were  registered  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of 
1949  ;  no  new  applications  were  received  during  the  year.  These  Homes 
are  inspected  at  four -monthly  intervals  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  due  attention  being  paid 
to  premises,  equipment  and  registers. 

(d)  Oars  of  Premature  Babies. 

Previous  to  the  publication  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  20/44, 
the  birth  weight  of  all  babies  born  in  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport 
was  notified  upon  the  Birth  Notification  Card  ;  since  October,  1944, 
babies  who  were  prematurely  born  were  either  removed  to  Stepping  Hill 
Hospital  within  an  hour  or  so  of  birth,  or  nursed  at  home  with  extra  nursing 
care. 

Since  application  of  Circular  20/44,  three  special  draught  proof  cots 
have  been  obtained,  together  with  electric  blankets  and  hot  water  bottles 
and  other  adequate  equipment  for  the  care  of  the  premature  baby  born 
and  remaining  at  home.  Special  nursing  facilities  are  given. 

Premature  babies  born  in  Hospital,  on  discharge  are  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  together  with  weight  and  particulars  of  feeding. 
Such  cases  are  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitor  of  the  district  in 
which  the  child  resides. 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  and  in  need  of  Hospital  care  are  conveyed 
within  an  hour  or  so  after  birth  in  an  ambulance  with  supply  of  oxygen, 
together  with  a  heated  basket  and  nurse  in  attendance. 

Number  of  Premature  Babies  born  on  the  district  and  nursed  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  Circular  is  26,  all  weighing  at  birth  less  than  5|  lbs. 
Seventeen  babies  survived  at  the  end  of  one  month  from  date  of  birth  ; 
none  of  the  9  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  24  hours.  In  Hospital 
93  premature  babies  were  born  and  notified  under  54  lbs  in  weight,  68 
survived. 
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(C)  HOME  NURSING. 

As  the  Committee  is  aware,  the  state  of  the  premises  (39,  Greek  Street) 
required  much  in  the  way  of  renovation  when  this  Service  was  taken  over 
by  the  Stockport  Corporation  in  July,  1948,  and  this  work  has  now  been 
carried  out  with  the  result  that  the  premises  have  been  considerably 
improved  in  appearance  and  efficiency.  Also,  a  great  deal  of  refurnishing 
has  been  executed  (floor  coverings,  bedroom  furniture  and  furnishings, 
mattresses,  etc,),  and  a  duty  room  has  been  provided  in  the  basement, 
excellently  equipped  and  arranged,  and  the  whole  of  the  interior  and  exterior 
of  the  Home  has  been  decorated.  The  Home  now  presents  a  pleasing 
atmosphere  and  the  Staff  appreciate  the  added  amenities  which  have  been 
created  for  their  comfort  and  have  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Service. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  public  demand  for  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  has  steadily  increased  and  all  previous  records  in  respect  of  visits 
paid,  etc.,  have  been  exceeded.  Despite  the  exceedingly  heavy  demands 
on  the  Service  I  am  pleased  to  point  out  that  all  calls  have  been  met  and  the 
Service  is  proving  to  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Local  Health  Authority’s 
Services. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service  is  situated  at  39,  Greek 
Street,  Stockport,  and  in  the  case  of  night  duty  a  nurse  is  on  call  for  cases  of 
special  emergency. 

Nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  may  be  borrowed  in  approved  cases 


from  the  Service  and  can  be  drawn,  on  signature,  on  the  conditions  that  the 
Local  Health  Authority  may  effect  recovery  of  the  cost  if  the  equipment  or 

apparatus  is  broken,  damaged

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SECTION  VII. 

Mental  Health  Services. 


(a)  Introduction. 

The  domiciliary  service  includes  : — 

(i)  The  ascertainment  of  cases  of  mental  ill-health  and  mental  deficiency. 

(ii)  The  initial  proceedings  for  obtaining  detention  and  reception  orders 
and  transferring  persons  of  unsound  mind  to  establishments  under  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  arranging  interviews  at  Psychiatric  Clinics. 

(iii)  The  statutory  supervision,  provision  of  after-care,  etc.,  of  mental 
defectives  living  in  the  community. 

(iv)  The  provision  of  occupational  treatment  for  mental  defectives. 

(b)  Administration. 

(а)  A  Mental  Health  Sub -Committee  has  been  appointed  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  under  the  direction  of  this  Committee,  is  responsible  for 
the  control  of  this  service.  Meetings  are  held  each  month. 

(б)  Administrative  Officer — Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Part  time). 

Medical  Officer — (i)  Medical  Officer  from  nearest  Mental  Hospital  under 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  (Part  time)  ;  (ii)  Senior  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer  (Part  time). 

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  Medical  Officers  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  and  two  Medical  Officers  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  are 
approved  under  Sections  3  and  5  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  Medical  Certificates. 

Three  Duly  Authorised  Officers — 2  males  and  1  female — are  at  present 
employed  by  the  Local  Health  Authority.  These  Officers  also  act  in  the 
capacity  of  Mental  Workers  and  Visitors. 

(c)  Co-ordination  is  maintained  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and 
Hospital  Management  Committees — the  Local  Health  Authority  providing 
the  following  reports  : — 

(i)  Home  conditions  of  patients  who  fall  due  each  quarter  for  reconsidera¬ 
tion  by  the  Statutory  Visitors  under  Section  11. 

(ii)  Home  conditions  in  respect  of  applications  for  Holiday  or  Trial  leave. 

(iii)  Progress  and  Supervision  Reports  on  patients  who  are  absent  from 
Institutions  on  Trial  leave — usually  at  monthly  intervals  during  the  first 
three  months  and  subsequently  quarterly. 

(iv)  The  Local  Health  Authority  undertakes  the  pre-care  work  of  cases 
reported  and  the  after-care  work  of  cases  notified  by  the  various  mental 
institutions  and  hospitals,  regular  supervisory  visits  being  conducted. 
Full  social  histories  of  cases  are  compiled  at  the  request  of  Psychiatric 
social  workers,  and  these  are  proving  of  great  value  in  the  treatment  of  such 
cases. 

(d)  The  Local  Health  Authority  undertake  all  duties — none  being 
delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations. 
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(e)  All  three  Duly  Authorised  Officers  have  had  courses  at  Calderstones 
Hospital  on  the  various  aspects  of  Mental  Deficiency.

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SECTION  VIII. 

Prevention  of  Illness— Care  and  After-Care. 

(a)  Health  Education. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  has  continued  to  develop  Health  Education 
in  the  Borough,  especially  with  regard  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  and 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Full  use  has  again  been  made  of  the  five  Empire  Marketing  Board’s  Frames. 
These  are  situated  at  strategic  points  in  the  town,  and  posters  from  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education  have  been  displayed  at  monthly 
intervals. 

The  Health  Department  Propaganda  Notice  Board  has  been  used  to 
display  various  health  topics  and  these  displays  have  been  supported  by 
suitable  leaflets. 

Copies  of  “  Better  Health  ” — the  official  journal  of  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education — have  been  distributed  to  the  public  through  the 
Health  Department  Propaganda  Section,  Welfare  Centres  and  Clinics.  The 
Welfare  Centres  and  Daw  Bank  Nursery  have  proved  a  valuable  source  for 
the  distribution  of  leaflets,  and  also  for  the  displaying  of  posters  and  health 
topics. 

An  Exhibition  Stand,  on  extended  loan  from  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education,  has  been  displayed  at  Cinemas  and  Welfare  Centres. 
The  topics  are  interchangeable  and  are  on  loan  for  approximately  six  weeks. 

(b)  Tuberculosis. 

In  October,  1949,  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  suggested 
that  this  Authority  appoint  Dr.  E.  R.  Smith  (Consultant  Chest  Physician 
for  this  area)  as  this  Local  Authority’s  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  Section  28 
of  the  Act,  which  deals  with  the  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after-care. 
This  course  was  agreed  to  by  the  Town  Council  at  its  December,  1949, 
Meeting,  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  or  one  of 
his  assistants,  should  reside  in  the  vicinity  of  Stockport,  in  order  that  he 
would  be  available  in  an  emergency. 

A  proportion  of  Dr.  Smith’s  salary,  superannuation,  National  Insurance, 
travelling  expenses,  payable  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  to  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  for  Dr.  Smith’s  services  in  this  connection  is  based  on  3/22nds 
(i.e.  three  half-days  per  fortnight)  of  the  annual  salary,  etc. 

Active  immunisation  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  so  far  has  not  been  undertaken, 
but  vaccine  is  now  being  made  available  to  the  Chest  Physicians  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  protection  of  negative  re-actors 
in  groups  of  people  exposed  to  the  risk  of  immediate  contact  with  open  cases 
of  tuberculosis.  It  will  be  necessary  to  isolate  the  negative  re-actors  for  a 
period  prior  to,  and  after  vaccination.  Attention  must  be  given  to  this 
matter  and  some  suitable  premise  earmarked  for  this  purpose, 
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The  Members  of  the  Health  V  isiting  Staff  visit  the  homes  of  tuberculous 
cases  on  receipt  of  notification  and  offer  any  necessary  advice.  They  are 
also  responsible  for  visiting  cases  of  tuberculosis  on  discharge  from  sana¬ 
toria  immediately  information  concerning  discharge  is  received  by  the 
Health  Department.  i sits  are  undertaken  at  three-monthly  intervals 
in  the  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  at  six-monthly  intervals  in  the 
case  of  bones  and  joints,  and  yearly  in  the  case  of  skins.  Additional  visits 
are  paid  should  there  be  any  exceptional  circumstances  in  any  particular 
case. 

The  Town  is  divided  into  twelve  districts  and  one  Health  Visitor  is 
responsible  for  each  division.  The  visiting  is  undertaken  by  an  all-purpose 
Health  Visitor  and  not  one  specially  assigned  to  the  care  of  the  tuberculous. 

Financial  responsibility  is  undertaken  by  the  Health  Authority  for 
suitable  cases  which  are  transferred  to  Colonies  on  completion  of  sanatorium 
treatment.  In  the  past  year  use  has  been  made  of  facilities  at  Wrenbury 
Hall  and  Barrowmore  Hall. 


(c)  Venereal  Disease. 

The  scheme  for  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  is  still  in  the  transitional 
phase  and  so  far  no  agreed  plans  have  been  formulated  for  after-care.  In 
this  Service  it  may  be  that  supervision  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Clinic 
Staff  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  until  the  treatment  has  been  com¬ 
pleted,  and  only  after  completion  of  treatment  will  follow-up  be  required 
by  the  Staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.  It  would  appear  then,  that  the 
follow-up  of  defaulters  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  clinic  staff  of 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  as  these  patients  are  still  undergoing  treatment. 


(d)  Mental  Illness  c r  Defectiveness. 

The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  in  addition  to  its  other  duties  already 
described  in  detail  under  Section  VII  is  responsible  for  the  after- cme  arrange¬ 
ments  of  those  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  defectiveness.  The  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  undertake  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  mental  defectives 
where  necessary  and  also  the  follow-up  of  cases  discharged  from  mental 
hospitals. 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  mental  defectives  suitable  for  an  Occupation 
Centre  have  now  been  classified.  A  building  at  70,  Derby  Road,  Heaton 
Moor,  has  been  purchased  for  an  Occupation  Centre.  This  will  be  known 
as  “  Prospect  House.”  The  plans  for  its  adaptation  have  been  completed 
and  the  necessary  licences  for  the  building  work  obtained.  The  work  has 
commenced  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  open  the  Centre  by  the 
month  of  October  1950.  With  the  limited  accommodation  available 
for  mental  defectives  in  the  various  institutions  the  provision  of  an 
Occupation  Centre  should  prove  one  of  the  most  useful  contributions  to  our 
work  of  care  and  after-care  for  mental  defectives. 


Details  of  the  domiciliary  work  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Service 
are  given  on  pages  69 — 70. 
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(e)  Other  Types  of  Illness. 

Cases  notified  by  Hospital  Authorities  in  need  of  after-care  on  their 
discharge  from  hospital  have  in  general  been  looked  after  by  the  Staff  of 
our  Home  Nursing  Service.  The  Health  Visitors  and  the  Domestic  Help 
Service  have  also  contributed  materially  in  this  way.  Close  liaison  has  been 
maintained  with  the  family  doctors  and  where  home  nursing  has  been 
requested  by  the  doctor,  this  has  been  provided. 

One  of  the  outstanding  problems  which  has  presented  itself  during  the 
year  has  been  the  number  of  old  people  requiring  care  and  attention,  living 
in  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  their  own  homes  and  unwilling  or  unable  to 
obtain  hospital  treatment.  The  problem  has  usually  been  solved  by  the 
combined  work  of  the  Home  Nursing  and  Domestic  Help  Service.  The 
increasing  number  of  aged  in  our  population  living  alone  and  in  need  of  care 
and  attention  is  a  challenge  that  must  be  met  and  solved. 

(f)  Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment  and  Apparatus. 

An  adecpiate  supply  of  nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  is  now 
available  at  the  Nurses’  Home,  Greek  Street.  The  Voluntary  Committee 
of  the  Stockport  Sick  Poor  Nursing  Association  has  made  valuable  purchases 
of  bed  linen,  mattresses,  bed  rests,  bed  pans,  hot-water  bottles,  etc.,  these 
have  proved  a  great  boon  in  the  case  of  persons  being  nursed  in  their  own 
homes.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Voluntary  Committee  for  these  most 
valuable  and  useful  gifts.  Proof  that  they  are  fully  used  and  appreciated 
is  afforded  by  the  fact  that  over  the  winter  months,  at  least,  they  are 
usually  all  out  on  loan. 

(g)  Convalescent  Treatment. 

The  arrangements  whereby  six  beds  are  retained  at  the  Ormerod  Home, 
St.  Annes-on-Sea,  for  children  of  school  age  have  been  continued  during  1949. 

These  six  beds  are  kept  occupied  during  the  whole  of  each  year  but  in  the 
Summer  months  additional  beds  are  necessary  to  provide  for  the  increased 
number  of  children  who  are  in  need  and  who  will  benefit  from  a  health  point 
of  view  from  a  stay  at  the  seaside  for  a  few  weeks.  Up  to  the  present  time 
no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  the  additional  beds  required 
during  the  Summer  months. 

In  addition  where  it  is  considered  necessary  children  are  admitted  to 
other  convalescent  homes  for  longer  periods. 

Applications  for  convalescent  treatment  for  adults  are  investigated  by 
the  Department  and  convalescent  treatment  has  been  afforded  during  the 
year  to  many  persons  at  varying  charges  according  to  the  scale  laid  down  in 
the  memorandum  drawn  up  by  the  Association  of  Municipal  Corporations

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SECTION  IX. 

Ambulance  Services. 


(a)  General. 

During  1949  much  ground  was  covered  in  improving  the  accommodation 
of  the  Ambulance  Service.  The  re-arrangement  of  the  Offices,  the  altera¬ 
tions  and  decorations  carried  out  to  this  part  of  the  Depot  and  the  provision 
of  a  social  room  have  greatly  improved  the  amenities  for  the  Staff  and  have 
resulted  in  greater  efficiency  in  the  Service.  The  stage  has  now  been  reached 
when  we  can  take  a  real  pride  in  the  Service.  The  buildings  and  vehicles 
have  been  improved  out  of  all  recognition  in  the  past  two  years. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  demands  on  the  services  of  the  Stockport 
Ambulance  Service  have  been  increasingly  heavy,  but  I  am  glad  to  report 
that  all  demands  have  been  met  and  the  Service  has  run  both  smoothly  and 
efficiently. 

Of  the  27  Driver /Attendants,  6  hold  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Certificate 
and  Home  Nursing  Certificate  and  20  hold  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Certifi¬ 
cate  During  the  year,  lectures  on  Midwifery  were  given  to  the  Staff  bv  the 
Supervisor  of  Midwives. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  emergency  calls  can  be  answered  with  the 
minimum  of  delay,  two  additional  telephone  lines  were  installed  at  the  Depot 
to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  “  999  ”  calls  from  telephone  kiosks,  etc. 


(b)  Vehicles. 

In  December,  delivery  was  taken  of  a  Bedford  Ambulance  (DJA  723) 
fitted  with  a  Lomas  special  “F”  type  body,  and  this  vehicle  was  put  into 
immediate  service. 

The  general-purpose  Austin  Van  was  used  mainly  for  the  collection  and 
delivery  of  parcels  for  patients  in  Cherry  Tree  Hospital  ;  the  carrying  out 
of  disinfections  ;  and  the  transportation  of  Midwives  to  and  from  cases. 
In  the  latter  case,  the  van  was  utilised  on  698  occasions. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  vehicles  were  kept  in  good  mechanical 
condition  certain  items  of  garage  equipment  were  purchased  and  these  have 
proved  of  great  value  in  keeping  the  vehicles  roadworthy.

Some  observations  on  the  behaviour 
of  notifiable  diseases  during 
the  last  fifty  years. 
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SO  111  E  OBSERVATIONS  0  N  THE  BEHAVIOUR  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

DURING  THE  LAST  FIFTY  YEARS.

In  undertaking  a  review  of  infections  disease  it  is  advantageous  to  have 
available  the  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County 
Borough  which  are  most  informative  on  this  subject.  The  fact  that  we 
enjoy  this  privilege  to-day  is  because  these  diseases  were  made  compulsorily 
notifiable  many  years  ago.  If  a  review  of  many  of  our  present  problems 
were  to  be  undertaken  in  the  future,  detailed  information  would  be  wanting, 
and  it  is  questionable  if  notification  has  really  gone  far  enough,  and  if  now 
it  should  not  be  extended  to  include  many  other  types  of  disease. 

In  the  past  practitioners  were  reluctant  to  notify,  and  this  was  especially 
true  of  infectious  diseases  associated  with  child-birth.  That  obstacle  has 
been  overcome,  and  generally  speaking  notification  works  well.  Food 
poisoning  is  perhaps  the  one  exception.  Notifications  are  undertaken,  but 
it  is  usually  so  late  before  these  are  received  by  Health  Departments  that  it 
is  impossible  to  trace  the  infecting  cause. 

The  epidemiologist  has  had  the  tremendous  advantage  of  notifications  in 
his  study  of  infectious  disease,  and  so  if  many  other  types  of  problems  which 
must  engage  his  attention  in  the  future  are  to  be  dealt  with  satisfactorily, 
much  more  useful  data  would  be  made  available-  if  notifications  were 
extended  to  other  diseases,  e.g.,  in  the  case  of  cancer,  venereal  disease, 
diabetes,  coronary  diseases  and  so  forth.  Preventive  medicine  in  the  past 
dealt  mostly  with  infectious  diseases,  but  now  very  many  more  diseases 
should  be  included  in  this  category  ;  disease  associated  with  industry, 
nutritional  problems,  mental  diseases  associated  with  the  stresses  of  indus¬ 
trial  and  social  conditions  ;  problems  relating  to  heredity,  and  congenital 
defect  related  to  the  virus  infections,  these  for  many  reasons  should  come 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Health  Department.  These  are  but  a  few 
of  the  problems  which  will  occupy  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
the  future,  just  as  he  was  engaged  with  the  control  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  past. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Erysipelas  are  no  longer  the  killing  diseases  they 
formerly  were.  The  incidence  has  not  varied  much,  but  there  has  only  been 
one  death  in  the  last  10  years  from  scarlet  fever. 

In  the  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  erysipelas  the  decline  in  killing  power  of 
the  streptococcus  seems  to  be  related  more  to  the  attenuation  of  virulence, 
and  increase  in  resistance  of  the  host  due  to  better  nutrition  and  housing 
rather  than  to  the  advent  of  the  sidpha  drugs  and  antibiotics. 

Active  immunisation  has  played  no  part  in  the  control  of  this  disease. 

Terminal  disinfection  has  now  been  abandoned  and  it  is  unlikely  that  this 
will  have  any  adverse  effect  whatsoever  on  the  incidence.

Diphtheria  incidence  and  death  rates  follow  an  unusual  course,  and  in 
spite  of  the  improved  therapeutic  agent — high-potency  refined  anti-toxin — 
the  death  rate  remained  high. 

In  the  year  1941  there  were  536  cases  with  38  deaths — the  worst  year  which 
lias  ever  been  recorded*  in  the  history  of  the  Borough.  The  virulence  of  the 
organism  was  the  probable  answer  to  this  miserable  year,  but  unfortunately 
no  comprehensive  typing  of  the  organism  was  undertaken.  Nutrition  and 
other  hygienic  factors  seem  to  have  contributed  little  to  the  decline  of 
incidence  and  death  rate  which  has  followed  since  1941,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  credit  must  be  given  to  the  diphtheria  immunisation 
campaign  for  the  tremendous  improvement  which  has  been  effected.  Last 
year  there  were  6  cases,  and  there  has  not  been  a  death  since  1946. 

The  measles  notifications  indicate  that  the  incidence  of  this  disease  is 
rather  less  than  formerly.  The  rate  in  1916,  1917  and  1918  was  2,415, 
1,438  and  1,446  respectively,  in  a  total  population  of  125,000  approximate, 
compared  with  1946,  1947  and  1948  when  the  rate  was  756,  850  and  909 
respectively  in  a  total  population  of  137,000  approximate. 

This  is  probably  accounted  for  by  the  general  improvement  in  housing 
standards. 

The  killing  power  of  measles  has  been  tremendously  reduced  and  in  the 
last  3  years  there  have  only  been  3  deaths.  Therapeutic  advance  has 
rendered  this  possible,  and  in  this  the  sulpha  drugs  and  penicillin  are  the 
greatest  factors.  Immune  globulin  has  been  available  through  the  Health 
Department  for  the  protection  of  weakly  infants  exposed  to  the  risk  of 
measles,  which  has  given  a  reliable  passive  immunity,  but  we  look  forward 
to  the  development  of  an  efficient  antigen  which  will  create  an  active 
immunity  to  the  disease. 

Whooping  cough  records  are  very  incomplete,  as  notification  was  not 
introduced  until  1939,  but  the  deaths  are  recorded,  and  indicate  the  great 
loss  of  infant  life  attributable  to  this  cause.  Definite  improvement  begins 
to  take  place  around  1928,  but  real  progress  is  shown  after  1935.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  sulpha  drugs  exerted  a  profound  influence  because  of  their 
effect  on  the  secondary  invaders  which  complicate  the  course  of  whooping 
cough.  It  is  hoped  that  the  future  will  see  greater  improvements  ;  anti¬ 
biotics  such  as  aerosporin  are  being  developed,  and  streptomycin  is  of 
definite  therapeutic  value. 

Active  immunisation  is  being  encouraged  and  is  still  under  trial,  the 
results  of  which  are  awaited  with  interest.  Recently  active  immunisation 
has  been  incriminated  because  of  its  association  with  cases  of  anterior 
poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  but  so  far  in  our  limited  number  of  cases 
there  has  been  no  definite  relationship  established. 

The  incidence  of  acute  primary  and  influenzal  pneumonia  has  fallen  since 
records  were  started  in  1919.  In  the  previous  year  the  deaths  due  to  influenza 
reached  a  record  figure  of  351.  Decline  in  the  death  rate  and  incidence  show 
its  greatest  improvement  since  1938  in  spite  of  the  exigencies  of  war,  with 
its  associated  stress  and  privations.  Nutrition  maintained  by  the  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  better  public  transport,  improved  factory 
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hygiene  and  a  good  standard  of  living  enjoyed  because  of  better  wages 
during  and  since  the  war,  have  probably  helped.  Recently  shorter  hours 
are  being  worked,  with  more  leisure  time,  so  avoiding  undue  fatigue  and  so 
helping  to  raise  resistance  against  pulmonary  infection. 

The  death  rate  shows  a  remarkable  fall  from  1933 — the  sulpha  drugs  and 
antibiotics  are  probably  the  main  factors. 

Influenza  in  1918  and  1933  took  its  greatest  toll  of  life,  and  since  1933  the 
death  rate  has  steadily  fallen  to  16  in  the  past  year. 

Typhoid  fever,  which  was  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of  the  century  has 
declined  in  incidence,  and  now  the  disease  occurs  sporadically  from  time 
to  time.  There  has  been  no  severe  outbreak  in  the  Borough  during  the  last 
30  years,  and  the  mortality  rate  has  fallen  steadily.  There  has  been  no 
death  since  1944. 

Active  immunisation  has  had  little  influence  on  the  behaviour  of  enteric 
infections  in  civilian  populations.  Credit  in  this  case  is  due  to  improved 
water  and  milk  supplies,  care  of  food — particularly  ice-cream  and  byelaws 
relating  to  the  handling  of  foodstuffs.  It  is  comforting  to  record  that  the 
use  of  antibiotic  therapy,  such  as  chlormyecetin  is  likely  to  influence  the 
mortality  rates  still  more  favourably. 

There  have  only  been  12  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  in  the  last  30  years 
compared  with  17  deaths  in  1900. 

Smallpox  is  a  problem  which  has  not  presented  itself  in  the  Borough  for 
many  years,  but  when  it  does  crop  up,  causes  public  panic  because  of  the 
consequences. 

There  is  no  real  specific  treatment  and  the  mortality  rate  is  still  high. 
It  is  interesting  to  record  that  there  has  only  been  one  death  in  this  Borough 
since  1904,  and  that  death  occurred  during  a  small  outbreak  in  1927.  There 
has  been  no  smallpox  in  the  Town  for  the  last  20  years.  It  is  not  surprising 
then,  because  of  the  absence  of  smallpox  that  mothers  of  young  children 
have  become  apathetic  when  offered  protection  for  their  children,  and 
so  accounts  for  the  poor  response  in  the  past  year  for  vaccination. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  even  though  the  risk  of  smallpox  is  small,  that 
vaccination  of  young  children  should  still  be  encouraged,  stimulating  the 
parents  along  the  line  that  prevention  is  better  than  cure,  especially  as  an 
individual  vaccinated  in  infancy  is  less  prone  to  develop  post- vaccinal 
encephalitis  should  vaccination  be  necessary  later  in  life. 

Since  poliomyelitis  became  notifiable  in  1912  the  records  show  that  the 
incidence  was  exceedingly  small  and  in  no  one  year  did  the  notifications 
reach  double  figures  until  1947,  the  heaviest  year  on  record,  and  in  that 
year  there  were  3  deaths,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  30  per  cent.  In  1917 
there  were  two  cases,  both  of  which  died. 

Much  thought  has  been  given  to  this  problem  which  is  increasing  in 
recent  times,  but  so  far  no  definite  reason  has  been  determined  to  account 
for  these  epidemics.  A  great  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  this  subject, 
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particularly  in  America.  Certain  facts  are  known.  Our  experience  in 
1947  and  1949  in  this  country  confirms  our  previous  knowledge  that,  as  a 
rule,  poliomyelitis  in  this  country  only  assumes  epidemic  proportions  in 
late  Summer  and  Autumn.  The  virus  has  been  found  both  in  the  upper 
respiratory  passages  and  in  the  stools.  There  has  been  a  tendency  to 
depart  from  the  formerly  generally  accepted  view  that  the  only  portal  of 
entry  was  the  upper  respiratory  tract,  to  the  opinion  that  the  bowel  may 
provide  not  only  a  second  portal  of  entry,  but  probably  the  commoner  one. 
Bowel  infection  becomes  the  more  feasible  theory  because  of  the  Summer 
and  Autumn  incidence  of  the  disease.  There  is  no  known  method  of 
prevention,  and  treatment  up  to  the  present  time  is  entirely  symptomatic. 

This  disease  with  its  crippling  effects  creates  many  orthopaedic  and 
educational  problems  which  are  taxing  the  limited  available  accommodation 
at  present,  and  it  may  be,  in  the  light  of  changing  incidence,  that  more 
provision  for  such  physically  handicapped  children  will  need  to  be  made. 

The  records  relating  to  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  are  probably  not  very 
accurate  in  the  early  years,  and  in  some  cases  deaths  due  to  meningitis  are 
greater  than  the  notifications  received.  This  is  probably  due  to  lack  of 
bacteriological  facilities  which  would  have  helped  in  establishing  exact 
diagnosis.  The  clinical  laboratory  was  not  opened  in  the  Town  until  1924. 

There  was  no  severe  outbreak  recorded  in  the  Borough  until  1940,  although 
the  death  rate  was  quite  high  in  1913.  The  peak  year  for  meningitis  was 
1941,  when  there  were  79  cases.  The  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  this 
series  was  only  5.  This  is  due  to  the  development  of  greater  therapeutic 
measures,  and  in  the  light  of  this  advance  cerebro- meningitis  has  become 
a  much  less  dreaded  disease. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  has  declined  remarkably  from  the  notification 
of  65  cases  in  1920,  and  has  now  reached  the  low  figure  of  1  case  recorded 
last  year. 

Tuberculosis,  unfortunately,  is  still  with  us  and  very  active  measures  are 
desirable  if  an  infectious  disease  which  can  be  prevented  is  to  be  wiped  out. 

The  decline  of  incidence  and  death  rates  is  favourably  established  over 
the  past  50  years,  and  more  particularly  the  last  10  years.  The  figures 
relating  to  the  behaviour  of  the  non-pulmonary  infections  show  greater 
improvement  than  those  relating  to  the  pulmonary  infections.  The 
morbidity  of  the  disease,  however,  is  not  reflected  in  the  tables,  but  the 
concensus  of  opinion  to-day  is  that  morbidity  in  relation  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  is  much  greater,  due  probably  to  better  therapeutic  measures 
preventing  death,  but  not  effecting  complete  cure. 

The  use  of  streptomycin  and  para-aminosalicylic  acid  are  landmarks  in 
the  history  of  the  disease,  especially  in  the  management  of  miliary  tuberculo¬ 
sis  and  tuberculous  meningitis,  where  definite  recovery  is  now  recorded. 

The  cause  of  this  disease  has  been  known  since  1882,  and  bacteriological 
investigation  for  diagnosis  has  been  available  since.  Typing  of  the  organism 
has  been  carried  out  from  time  to  time,  but  essentially  the  infecting  organism 
has  not  varied. 


Diagnostic  facilities  have  improved  enormously — X-ray  examination  was 
not  undertaken  for  this  purpose  in  Stockport  until  1926,  but  to-day  mass 
radiography  is  available  and  is  one  of  the  means  of  surveying  large  numbers 
of  the  community  quickly.  The  first  survey  took  place  in  Stockport  in 
1948/49,  but  in  spite  of  these  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  the  case  finding  rate 
has  not  increased  enormously. 

Active  immunisation  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  will  soon  be  on  the  way,  giving 
a  degree  of  protection  to  the  negative  re-actors,  and  so  help  to  minimise 
risks. 

Treatment,  prevention  and  after-care,  have  been  divorced  by  new 
legislation  ;  treatment  has  become  the  function  of  the  Regional  Board  and 
prevention,  care  and  after-care,  the  function  of  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
but  efforts  are  being  made  to  weld  these  arrangements.  Physicians  in  the 
chest  clinics  are  undertaking  the  care  and  after-care  for  the  local  authority, 
and  the  regional  hospital  board  is  being  re-imbursecl  for  this  Service. 

General  public  health  measures  such  as  milk  legislation  of  1923,  1936  and 
1941,  and  centralisation  of  slaughtering  and  meat  inspection  in  1941,  have 
probably  done  much  to  influence  the  incidence  and  death  rate  of  the  non- 
pulmonary  cases. 

House  contact  is  accepted  as  one  of  the  main  causes  of  infection  and  the 
housing  survey  of  1936  was  a  start  in  raising  housing  standards.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  war  years  hindered  progress  in  this  direction,  and  so 
Health  Education,  and  satisfactory  isolation  at  home  or  in  an  institution 
of  the  open  case  seems  to  be  the  only  means  of  minimising  the  risk  until  the 
supply  of  houses  increases.  Every  possible  help  is  given  to  re-housing  the 
tuberculous  family. 

It  is  comforting  to  record  that  last  year  there  were  only  20  notifications 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  7  deaths  compared  with  125  notifications 
with  55  deaths  in  1914. 

The  corresponding  figures  for  respiratory  tuberculosis  are  97  notifications 
with  64  deaths  against  210  notifications  with  142  deaths  in  1914. 

The  infectious  diseases  review  of  the  past  50  years  indicates  that  an 
enormous  improvement  has  taken  place,  and  these  diseases  are  no  longer 
the  dreaded  scourges  they  formerly  were.  The  main  exception  is  acute 
anterior  poliomyelitis. 

Many  factors  account  for  the  decline  in  the  incidence  and  mortality  rate, 
and  credit  in  this  is  shared  by  curative  as  well  as  preventive  medicine. 

Had  it  not  been  for  preventive  medicine  there  would  have  been  little 
data  available  to-day  from  which  conclusions  could  have  been  drawn. 
Public  Health  legislation  applied  to  medicine  was  the  stimulus  ;  attention 
to  water  supplies,  improved  milk  supplies,  improvements  in  sanitary  methods 
— all  these  have  been  vital  in  the  struggle  with  the  enteric  infections. 
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Specific  prophylaxsis  such  as  vaccination  and  diphtheria  immunisation 
are  now  thoroughly  proven,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  extension  of  these 
practises  in  other,  as  well  as  the  infectious  diseases  field. 

Education  of  the  people  in  matters  relating  to  health  has  had  a  profound 
influence  in  rendering  the  public  Health  conscious,  and  an  extension  of  all 
health  propaganda  will  yield  a  substantial  reward  in  the  future. 

The  contribution  of  research  and  curative  medicine  in  the  struggle  against 
infectious  disease  is  indeed  a  great  one.  The  discovery  of  the  sulpha  and 
antibiotic  drugs  has  influenced  favourably  the  mortality  rate  in  the  strepto¬ 
coccal  diseases,  acute  respiratory  infections,  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  and 
tuberculosis. 

The  important  part  played  by  the  General  Medical  Practitioner,  on  whom 
so  much  depends  in  the  initial  phases  of  disease,  must  not  be  forgotten. 
Medical  training  and  teaching  has  greatly  advanced  in  the  past  50  years  and 
to-day  the  Practitioner  is  much  better  equipped  to  deal  with  the  infectious 
diseases  problem,  especially  from  a  diagnostic  standpoint,  as  there  is  available 
to  him  bacteriological  help  through  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
and  in  most  areas  there  is  close  liaison  with  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 
Bacteriological  facilities  have  been  available  through  the  Public  Health 
Department  since  1896,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  time  when  similar  clinical 
laboratory  facilities  will  be  available  to  the  Practitioner,  and  so  help  to 
lighten  his  work  and  stimulate  his  interest.
